whereon these may dwell, and we will 
prove them herewith, to see whether 
they will do all things whatsoever the 
Lord their God shall require at their 
hands.

Now this shows 
further, that not only is this parable 
of the lord and the stewards a type of

They who have kept 
their first estate or, in other — 
have improved upon the talents which 
God gave them originally, have been

The whole past 
history of the universe, if known, 
would illustrate this principle.

will be very much mistaken ; for if 
you do not do your work here, you 
will have to do it in the world that is 
before you. You will be restrained 
and hindered in your progress and 
advancement until you have learned 
there what you neglected to learn 
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here.” 

We hear persons say, “I do not

I can enjoy myself here. I will shirk 
the labors and sacrifices of this life, 
and have a good time, and it will be 
all right when the time comes to die. 
Brother so-and-so will be called in 
and preach a beautiful funeral ser- 
mon, and I will be wafted with a peal 
of trumpets and received into eternal 
bliss.” is is the logic of some peo- 
— position, if not their very words, 

ut we may be sure of this one thing, 
that there is no royal road to exalta- 
tion ; there is no favoritism, no pets, 
with the Almighty. We will carry to 
His judgment seat our own record 
made by our own hands, written by 
our own acts, not like the footprints 
of one who might traverse a spotless 
field ot snow, leaving behind him 
marks which the falling snow might 
soon obliterate; not like writings on 
the sand which the waves would wash 
into oblivion; but written with au 
iron pen and laid in the rock forever. 
We will all be judged according to 
the deeds done in the body, and there 
is a reward or a punishment awaiting 
us, according to the merits or demerits 
of our lives. .

What do you think of the discus- 
sion—what is impression as to

I am content with the result. Men 
will talk about it, think it over, and 
as they do so the absurd statements 
of Mr. Jarman will become more and 
more apparent until disgust for his 
recklessness in making charges against 
an entire community whose honesty, 
industry, sobriety, and success as a 
colonizing people are everywhere re- 
r throughout the United States 
and this country by those who know 
anything of them, will become settled. 
If people would but think a moment 
they would know that licentious, cor- 
rupt ple were not the kind of 
material to found commonwealths, 
subdue deserts, make the wilderness 
fruitful, and fill sterile valle 
with towns, villages, and fruitfu 
fields. What the Mormons have done 
in the wilderness is a flat contradic- 
tion to the assertions of this man, 
Jarman. I think we have made many 
friends here, and have lost none that 
we previously had. 

Did you know Mr. Jarman in Utah? 

No; I never met him until about a 
year ago, 

What is your opinion of him! 

Well, a new light has dawned upon 
me in respect to him the last few 
days. My attention was called to the 
fact that he admitted in his book that 
he had escaped from a lunatic asylum, 
and that his wife also mentioned the 
same thing in her letter to the editor 
of the Barnsley Independent; but 
knowing the slip customer I was 
dealing with, I wired to the principal 
of the Exminster Asylum to know if 
Mr. Jarman had ever been in the asy- 
lum there,and how he came to get out. 
In reply I received a despatch acknow- 


ledging that Mr. Jarman had been an 
inmate, and had escaped a_fort- 
night after admission. This was a 
new revelation to me; it afforded an 
explanation to the pretenses horrors 
he details; and had I been in posession 
of that information before accepting

wrote to the Independent. Here isa 
paper :— 
Sir,—Please to insert the following 
in your valuable paper: I find, in 
reading, “One Thousand Pounds Re. 
ward, by William Jarman, who once 
was my husband, and who is the 
father of my three children. I was 
his wife for seven years, and was 
divorced from him before my last boy 
was born. I was married to William 
Jarman on April lst, 1862, in Exeter, 
Devonshire, and was divorced April 
2ist, 1869, through William Jarman’s 
conduct and wicked treatment of 
me. In the defence of my people I 
wish to show the public the man they 
have to lecture and delude them by 
his horrible lies regarding the Mor- 
mons, who are a God-fearing, indus- 
trious, and virtuous people. I sent 
the letter to which he refers in your 
issue of July 9th, dated from Exeter, 
November 9th, 1882, to the Devon 
Evening Express. My sister, who sent 
me the paper containing Jarman’s lec- 
ture, which made me sorrowful to 
— terrible falsehoods and 
statements concerning this people, I 
could not rest until I bad contra 
dicted it. Mr. Jarman is a wicked 
man, At one time, when he was in a 
lunatic asylum in inster, Devon- 
shire, through his misconduct, his own 
father said to me, after I had told 
him I had f three days, and 
prayed for Jarman that his heart 
would change and he bea better man— 
he said, My son is a son of Belial ; 
it is no use to pray for him; he is like 
Balaam of old, who — ge repentance 
with * but found none.“ My 
second child, Maria, was two weeks 
old when the people of Chudleigh took 
him off to the lunatic asylum. 
and two children had to be locked up 
in a neighbour's house—my life was 
threatened four different times. When 
Jarman made his escape from the 


lunatic asylum, I sent him money and 
clothing, 80 he would not be 
— if they took him back to 
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the asylum ; and whilst he was away; 
he got intimate with a girl nam 
Emily R——, and wanted me to take 
her as an apprentice to learn millin 
and dressmaking. At the time of his 
escape from the asylum, I moved from 
Chudleigh to Exeter, and followed 
my business. I took Emily R—— to 
learn the business, although Jarman 
was more free with her than was 
right. After that we embraced Mor- 
monism, and were baptized in the sea 
in Exmouth, all three of us, and soon 
after emigrated to the United States. 
We lived at Albany two years. Some 
few months after arriving in Albany, 
Emily R—— gave birth to a daughter. 
William Jarman told me he was the 
father of it. This was sorrow and 
grief to me; but that was not all. 
e brought goods home from Whitney 
and Myers’ store, and secreted them 
in such a way as led me to believe 
they were stolen; and as he brought 
his wages every week it was evident 
he had not paid for them. That which 
is published in the MILLENNIAL STAR 
is correct. Therein he is not * 
sented as bad as he was to me. 8 
brought Emily R—— to Utah with 
us, and as Jarman was the ruin of her 
I thought he was the one to * an 
save her. I did all I could for the 
irl to save her from disgrace. After 
Jurman was married by our Church I 
gave him Emily to be his 
wife, so he had two wives. After he 
received the blessings, he made ridi- 
cule, and forfeited his blessings, wife 
and children. His cruel conduct 
made me leave him. The last thing 
he did was—he locked and bolted the 
door, and armed himself with a six- 
shooter pistol and dagger and threa- 
tened my life. I sought for safety, 
and he was arrested and fined 95 
dollars, and 5 dollars for contempt of 
court, I then sought a divorce from 
the Probate Court, and obtained it. 
Emily lived with him after my divorce 
four years, and had two children by 
him ; but through his cruel treatment 
to her she sought a divorce and left 
him. He afterwards married an Ame- 
rican lady, who, I understand, has 
also left him. He was cut off from 
the Church for his wicked conduct, 
etc. Emily left the Church also, Mr. 


Jarman, in his letter to you, says, “If

Dr. Alice Vickery has just compiled some statistics as to the relative proportions of 
the male and female population. In the United Kingdom women are 750,000 in excess 
of men; in Germany there are 1,000,000, France, in 1881, had only 92,000 surplus 
women, and, as a result, marriages are more prevalent in proportion to population there 
than elsewhere; while, surprising as it sounds, France has the lowest percentage of 
illegitimate births. Dr. Alice Vickery finds that between 1825 and 1867 the average of 
these ran thus :—France, 72; Prussia, 8 2; Sweden, 10; Austria, II; and Bavaria, 22 


France has the lowest birth-rate of all European countries, being 23°8 per 1, COO, against 
31 for Great Britain, and 38 for Germany. The average number of children to a family 
is now 3°2 there, against 4°6 in England and Wales, 5°25 in Scotland, and 5°4 in Ireland, 
and Germany is almost 5. People live longer, too, in France, for, taking 100 deaths, the 
average of those beyond 60 is—France, 36 ; Switzerland, 34; England, 30 ; Belgium, 29 
Wurtemburg, 21 ; Prussia, 19 ; and Austria, 17,

RELATIVE CLAIMS OF JUSTICE AND MERCY. 


— 


Nothing perhaps is more difficult than to balance rightly the relative claims 
of justice and mercy. So many considerations enter into such an adjust- 
ment of these two great moral forces, that some of them are liable to be over- 
looked by short-sighted man; and either too much will be given to the de- 
mands of justice, or too much allowed to the claims of mercy. In either case, 
when this happens, mischief is sure to follow. 

In nothing is this more true than in the Church dealing with offenders 
against the law of the Church. That is, in the first place, justice is some- 
times allowed to be too exacting and severe; and at others, in consequence 
ef a false estimate as to the claims of mercy, too much leniency to offenders 
‘is practiced: And, secondly, whenever either of these things happens a mis- 
chief, either to individuals or to the Church, sometimes to both, is the result. 
Truly we may say with the Prophet Joseph Smith that “we have learned 
by sad experience that it is the nature and disposition of almost all men, 
as soon as they get a little authority, as they suppose, they will immediately 
begin to exercise unrighteous dominion.“ Than this there is nothing more 
despicable, for it reveals the petty soul of a despot in him who does it. 
Numerous indeed are the ills that have arisen, and much the injustice that 
has been done, through this unfortunate disposition in man. In some in- 
stances brethren have been made offenders for a word, and forced into false 
positions; the voice of mercy has not been listened to, forbearance has not 
beet pratticed; barshness and hastiness characterized the proceedings against 
them, atid thus it has happened occasidhally, and to some extent, that in the 
Church as in the world—" man’s inhumanity to man makes countless thou- 

moors.” Brethren stung by the harshness of proceedings taken 
against them, and sometimes hardened by manifest injustice, have become 
stubborn, and through that have lost fellowship in the Church; whereas if 
more wisdom had guided those who sat in judgment upon them, if less of 


that domineering disposition toj;which almost all men are prone when clothed, 
ab they suppose, with a little authority, had been displayed the case might have 
been otherwist, and many u man saved from sorrow and wickedness and apostasy. 

On the other hand, forbearance bus Been exercised to stich an ertent in

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some cases that it ceased to be a virtue, and has become a positive neglect of 
what was a duty; and if possible the results have been more harmful than 
those arising from following the other extreme to which we have called atten- 
tion. By reason of that neglect of duty great reproach has been brought 
upon the Church, and doubtless the minds of many people poisoned against 
the truth. 

The Presidents of Conferences, the Traveling Elders and Presidents of 
Branches will do well to give this subject their careful consideration, for in 
cases either of unjustifiable expulsion from the Church on the one hand, or 
of continuing to fellowship people in their wickedness, resulting in bringing 
the work of God under reproach in the eyes of the world, on the other they 
will not be held guiltless. In all these things the relative claims of justice 
and mercy must be nicely balanced. 

Remember the law of God requires that the Saints should bear one ano- 
ther’s burdens, that they should exercise charity for each other, and be ready 
to forgive those who fall into error or sin, inasmuch as the brother or sister 
sins not unto death and will repent. But, as saith the Scriptures, there is a 
sin unto death, and if that is committed the Saints are under no obligation 
to forgive it; and if they did, it is questionable if it would hold good before 
the heavens, for God is not mocked in these things, however much man may 
be deceived. 

We advise the Elders and the local priesthood to watch diligently over the 
flock of God—the Saints, over which the Holy Ghost hath made them over- 
seers. Let them be diligent in teaching and counseling the Saints, always 
holding in mind that the worth of souls is great in the eyes of God; and 
that reflection, especially if coupled with a lively recollection of their own 
weaknesses and imperfections, will teach them to do the deeds of mercy. 

Then, too, we call their attention to the fact that they in a manner are the 
guardians of the reputation of the Church, and upon them devolves a heavy 
responsibility if they allow reproach to be cast upon it through a neglect to 
expell those who are no longer worthy of a standing with the Saints. When- 
ever a member of this Church flagrantly transgresses the laws of righteous- 
ness, it is the duty of the Teacher to report the matter to the President of 
the Branch, or at a priesthood meeting, where some action may be taken 
respecting it; either to have the offender publicly confess his fault and seek 
forgiveness of the Church; or in case he will not repent and confess, or be- 
cause the crime is so heinous that it cannot be forgiven, that he may be ex- 
pelled, the Saints in public assembly raising their hands against him asa 
witness both to God and man that they have no fellowship with those who 
persist in their wickedness. 

Neglect in the past in respect to these things has existed, and as a result 
the Church of Christ has been scandalized and the work of God has been 
hindered. We wanted to say that the presiding officers who permit these 
things will not stand guiltless before the bar of God, and we call upon all 
who have been careless in respect to matters of the kind to arouse from that 
lethargy, and see to it that the Church is not degraded by the acts of some of 
its members. R.

First, that the people may more perfectly obey the councils of heaven, 
and rear their children where they will be comparatively free from the im- 
moralities of these lands; and, second, that they may escape impending evils. 

We desire that the facts in the above statements should be remembered by 
the Saints and all who contemplate uniting their destinies with the people 
of God. We would have it understood that the commandment “ seek ye first 
the kingdom of heaven and its righteousness” is still in force; so, too, is the 
promise that all other things that may be needful “ shall be added unto you;” 
but men must learn to act with an eye single to the glory of God.

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 

The celebration of the 112th Anniversary of the Independence Day, July 4, 
1888, in Utah was a grand success, In all the principal towns in the Territory 
all parties united in doing honor to the anniversary of our nation’s birth, 
without a trace of sectional or party feeling or bitterness. At Salt Lake 
City there was a monster procession, in which was a grand display of the 
resources of the country, headed by a fine imposing military display which 
constituted a splendid feature of the procession, and of the celebration. 
Governor Caleb W. West was president of the day. After the procession, 
which terminated at Liberty Park, the following gentlemen took part in 
the celebration: Governor C. W. West; Elder Arthur Stayner offered up 
the opening prayer; Chancellor Orson F. Whitney read the Declaration of 
Independence ; Judge H. H. Benson was the orator of the day; Chief 
Justice C. S. Zane, udge C. C. Goodwin, and Professor James E. Talmage 
were the s ers. udge A. J. Farrell read a dissertation on “The 
American Flag; and Chaplain Hammond, of Fort Douglas, pronounced 
the benediction. The fine band of the Sixteenth 1 — Kents 
Military Band, the Garfield Beach Band, and the Sixth Ward Silver Band 
furnished the music, the Philharmonic Glee Club the singing. A nd 
display of fireworks on Arsenal Hill, lasting nearly two hours, concluded 
the celebration. 

At Ogden there were regular celebration exercises at Lester Park, Mayor 
Eccles being president of the day. Provo, and other towns in Utah, hada 
joyous time in the observation of the day. 

At Evanston, Wyoming, there was also a grand celebration, the pleasure 
of which was seriously marred by a terrible accident caused by the pre- 
mature discharge of a small cannon. One man had his thumb torn off, 
another had his eyes blown out, thus being rendered totally blind, while 
a third had one arm blown off just above the elbow.
